Let us take the case, say , o f a po o r 
invento r living iu Orego n. He makes a 
valuable inventio n and desires to o b­ 
tain a patent. He sends his applicatio n 
w ith $15 to the co mmissio ner o f pat­ 
ents. It is referred to the ex aminer hav­ 
ing i’lmrge o f that peculiar class o f in­ 
ventio ns. 
It is his duty to reject it if 
any thing can be fo und o n which to base 
a rejectio n. 
Nearly 
600,000 patents 
have been granted in the United States, 
and pro bably mo re than 1,000,000 iu 
the rest o f the wo rld. 
If any o f these 
anticipate the inventio n, the ex aminer 
m ust reject the applicatio n. 
It is no t 
necessary that ex actly the same thing 
.......... 
sho uld have ex isted befo re, fo r if any - 
. \viid, 
thing substantially similar can be fo und 
the applicant must go to the wall. But, 
mo re than tins, if any thing sim ilar has 
been described in any printed publica­ 
tio n, iu any language, any where iu the 
wo rld, o r if witho ut being patented o r 
described in print it has been used any ­ 
where in the United States, the ex am­ 
iner sho uld reject. 
The rub co mes all the time upo n tho 
degree o f sim ilarity which w ill co nsti­ 
tute an anticipatio n o f the inventio n. 
A tremendo us respo nsibility , it will b*3 
seen, is thus thro wn upo n the ex aminer. 
He w ants to be safe. 
It is bo th his 
ptide and his duty no t to allo w a patent 
to go o ut that o ught, to have been re­ 
jected. The co nsequence is that a great 
many ex aminers reject almo st every ­ 
thing o n the first ex aminatio n. No m at­ 
ter ho w bro adly new the inventio n may 
be, so mething can alway s be fo und that 
is akin to it.

The New Yorker said a few things, 
thought a good many more and dropped 
out of the line. Then he went in search 
of the captain. 
The captain came up 
and wrote the passenger’s name on the 
inspector's list and the declaration was 
duly taken. 
After this formality had 
been finished the passenger asked the 
inspector his reason for refusing to take 
his declaration in the first place. 
To 
this question he added the remark that 
on a number of trips to Europe he had 
left at such short notice that his name 
had not got on the passenger list, but 
he had never had any such experience 
with the English inspector. 
“ I don’t know anything about that, ” 
the official replied, “ but the rule in 
the United States is that unless a man’s 
name is on the passenger list he is not 
officially regarded as a passenger and 
we cannot recognize him as such until 
his name appears there. 
You were all 
right as soon as the captain wrote your 
name, but until then you had no stand­ 
ing as a passenger.” —New \rork ¿sun.

The people of Belgium evidently be­ 
lieve in training their children in hab­ 
its of economy. 
Possibly no better 
method of convincing the young folks 
of the wisdom of looking after small 
things could have been found than that 
resorted to in the public schools of 
Brussels. 
The Outlook gives the result 
of the experiment: 
Some time ago the children were re­ 
quested by their teachers to gather up 
all the waste and apparently useless ar­ 
ticles that they could find ou their way 
to and from school and to deliver them 
to their respective teachers. 
For eight months the work of collec­ 
tion went on. 
Such objects as tin foil, 
tin cans, paint tubes, bottle capsules 
and refuse metal were especially looked 
after. 
The result 
was 
astonishing. 
Nineteen 
hundred 
and 
twenty-five 
pounds of tin foil rewarded the chil­ 
dren’s efforts, 
together 
with 
1,200 
pounds of metal scraps, 4,400 pounds of 
bottle capsules and old paint tubes that 
in the aggregate weighed 220 pounds. 
But it was when the articles were 
disposed of and the money applied to 
useful objects that the full force of this 
economy was manifest. 
The proceeds 
completely clothed 500 poor children 
and sent 90 invalid children to re­ 
cuperation colouies, and there was u 
goodly balance left to be distributed 
among the sick poor of the city.

A FA MOUS B A K E RY . 


How 
the 
Holla nd» lie ca ine Ca ke nmk« r» 
F o r th e R oya l Fa m ily. 
In one of the old buildings which 
bear the architectural imprint of Qneeu 
Anne’s time in Chester, England, is a 
bakes hop—not an ordinary bakeshop, 
tor the royal arms jut out from the sec­ 
ond story, and immediately above is a 
sign hearing 
the name “ BoUanda. ” 
And the proximity of the sign to the 
royal arms is no idle commercial myth 
to insnare new customers. 
In the annals of the tradesfolk of 
Chester there never was a greater man 
than Richard 
Bollaud, 
the original 
owner of the bakeshop. 
In 1836 the 
Duchess of Kent and her young daugh­ 
ter, the Princess Victoria, visited the 
city for the purpose of officially opening 
a new bridge that was to bring all 
kinds of importance and prosperity to 
the town. Of course it was an immense 
event for Chester, and every one did 
something to make the visit of the 
great folks memorable. 
Richard Bolland was ambitious, but 
poor, and he churned his brains might­ 
ily to devise some attractive method of 
showing 1)is loyal appreciation of the 
visit. In a happy moment he decided to 
make some small cakes of transcendent 
excellence, put them in a fancy box and 
present them to the young princess. 
Happy thought! Potent cakes! Great 
Bolland! 
The next year the little princess, 
whose palate had been enchanted by 
the flavor of the Chester cakes, became 
queen of England, and one of the first 
acts after her accession in 1837 was the 
appointment of Bolland as one of the 
queen’s warrant holders. 
So much for 
the power of a box of small cakes. 
How long the flavor of those cakes 
lingered in the royal memory is shown 
bv the fact that 25 years later, when 
the Prince of Wales was to be married, 
Victoria gave a commission to Bolland 
to prepare the wedding cake for that 
great event. 
It was no ordinary wed­ 
ding cake that Mr. Bolland produced 
either, and its exhibition earned him 
such tremendous fame that every Eng­ 
lish bride of wealth and prominence 
who has married since then has had 
the Chester baker prepare her wedding 
cake. 
Descendants of the original Bolland 
now conduct the shop, but they use the 
same recipe that proved so successful iu 
the days of Victoria’s childhood, and 
still hake cakes for the royal family.— 
Philadelphia Press.

Something in the man appealed to the 
saint, who was so deeply touched by 
bis pleadings that be expressed a wish 
to have the despised leper taken on 
board, but fear and prejudice had such 
an influence over the sailors that they 
would notallow the leper on board, and 
the ship began to move out while the 
afflicted man continued to plead from 
the beach. 
The saint took his altar 
stone and cast it on the water within 
reach of the leper, telling him to sit on 
it and remain perfectly quiet. 
Again 
was the faith of the man shown, and 
as soon as he had seated himself the 
stone began to move ever the water. It 
followed immediately in the wake of 
the ship until it reached the harbor of 
Wicklow, and the leper thus reached 
the shores of Erin in safety. St. Patrick 
again took possession of the stone.

A French « cientist lias lately written 
an inter '-ling paper on altruism in ani­ 
mals, arriving at the startling conclu­ 
sion 
1 hat animals are perhaps better 
Christian- than men. 
He says, “ A ni­ 
mal societies are less polished, but per­ 
haps 
m ore humane, all things being 
equal, than our ow n ,” and gives several 
instances of animal species made use of 
by another and performing services for 
the latter without receiv 
in exchange. 
Among others is mentioned ths cas© 
of the crocodile and the bird troeliilns 
on the hanks of the Nile. This bird per­ 
forms two services for the crocodile. 
It 
enters into its mouth and dispatches 
there the worms and 
leeches which 
trouble the crocodile. 
It flies rapidly 
away, giving vent to a peculiar cry, 
when the ichneumon, the enemy of the 
crocodile, a pproa c he s , 
thus apprising its 
companion of the ichneumon’s presenc e. 
In return the crocodile shakes its tail 
whenever if wish* s to close its mouth, 
thus giving the bird warning. The croc­ 
od i l e m 110 wise recompenses, but con­ 
tents itself sim ply with respecting the 
person of the little animal. The service 
rendered i- unilateral. But it is easy to 
understand that by the exercise of ex 
tremely little intelligence, if not un­ 
consciously, the crocodile may be led to 
defend its troeliilns. 
Sometimes one animal w ill borrow 
the services of another temporarily, as 
in the case of the serpent w ho is ferried 
across a river by a duck, or, 
as fre­ 
quently seen, several animals assist one 
another in crossing streams of water, in 
lifting large stones,

the 
trunks of trees, in constructing dams, in 
hunting < r in mutual defense.

E N G L I S H R O Y A L T Y . 


W h at It I* Sahl to <’ost t h e B r itish T av 
payer Vi-arly. 
The chancellor of the exchequer w m t 
out of his way recently, says Labou- 
chere, in London Truth, to explain how 
little t ht* monarchy costs England. The 
crown lauds, lie said, belong to the sov­ 
ereign and produce $2,060,000 per an­ 
num . 
The queen receives instead of 
this revenue $1,926,000 and the rest of 
the royal family $1,08 0,000. Therefore 
th*' total cost, of monarchy to the tax­ 
payer is $925,000. 
The entire calcula­ 
tion proceeds on the* erroneous assump­ 
tion that the crown lands are the pri­ 
vate property of th« * sovereign. 
This 
they are not. They originally formed a 
portion of the general revenue of the 
country, out of which came the m ain­ 
tenance of the sovereign. 
That abject flunky Lord Bute, w ish­ 
ing to curry favor w ith George III, in 
sorted in th» ' civil list act which was 
passed on that monarch's accession a 
renunciation by him of the crown lands, 
and tliis renunciation by a sovereign of 
what he did not possess is the basis of 
the theory of these crown lands being 
the private property of the occupant of 
tin* throne. 
According, therefore, to Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach's own figures, monarchy 
costs England 
$2,98 5,000. 
The 
real 
amount is, however, much higher, for 
there are numberless expenses incidental 
to the institution which he does not in ­ 
clude. 
The hard fact remains that ill 
France flu* president receives $200,000 
per annum and fulfills 
with decent 
splendor all the duties of the heard of 
the state, w hile w ith England the 111011- 
arehy costs 
nearer 
£ 1,8 00,000 
than 
1,000,000 francs. 
A defense, therefore, 
of monarchy on the ground of economy 
hardly holds water.
